One has to wonder why there is a Circle City Hotel in Juneau. The answer is quite simple, 
but before I get to that, we need to take a look at what Miller and McKinnon were up to 
before they set up business in Juneau. 


George Miller was in Juneau in 1891 when he was joined by his brother, Fritz. The year 
1894 finds the brothers in Circle City, site of one of the early gold rushes. But 1896/97, the 
town emptied as most of the in habitants rushed to Dawson and the Klondike gold rush. 
Seeing no future in Circle City, and perhaps leery of another “flash in the pan,” they returned 
to Juneau rather than join the rush to Dawson. 


Upon his return to Juneau, George and Lockie 
McKinnon became owners of the Circle City 
Hotel, perhaps named in honor of the interior 
Alaska village for having provided the financial 
basis for the business.

Oh, we are working twenty men on our claims. We 
have sluice boxes keep shoveling away. The gold is 
coarse and we use no quicksilver. 


“What is the size of nuggets up there?” 


The largest we have taken out on our claims was 21 
ounces. 


“What do you think of the exclusion law?” 


Oh, it has ruined the Atlin district for this season 
anyhow. There are more people leaving than are go- 
ing in. However, Judge Irving is doing the square 
thing by Americans. 


“How long does it take to come out?” 


Thirty-six hours to Juneau. The lake boats are fine 
too. It is a nice pleasant trip in and out, and costs on 
about $27.00. 


“I suppose your saw Jack MacDonald, the great 
Alaska authority on winds?” 


Yes, Jack and his family are in there, and I think 
working on one of his claims.

Geo Miller, of the Circle City hotel goes to Atlin in a 
few days.

Juneau, June 19 - George F. Miller died yesterday at 
the Providence hospital, Seattle, according to a wire 
received last night. Mr. Miller left Juneau some 
weeks ago seeking medical help. He reached Seattle, 
and when forced to go to the hospital, Mrs. Miller 
left for Seattle. 


George F. Miller was in the early days a camp cook. 
His first business venture was the operation of the 
Circle City hotel in partnership with Lockie 
McKinnon. This partnership continued until Lockie 
chased the paystreak to the interior, when Miller suc- 
ceeded. By cautious as well as sound investments 
Mr. Miller secured considerable improved realty in 
Juneau. He was also a director in the First National 
Bank of Juneau. 


Mr. Miller always showed an interest in city affairs. 
He was city councilman for many terms on different 
occasions. A year ago he resigned before his term 
was up on account of ill health. 


George F. Miller is survived by a widow, who will 
bring the remains to Juneau for internment.

P.H. HARKIN - BUT WAIT, THERE’S MORE! 


Patrick Henry Harkin, widely known as Bud Harkin, 
was born on March 27, 1874 in Marshfield, Wiscon- 
sin. 


He made two trips to Alaska and Yukon. According 
to his obituary in the Marshfield Times (May 22, 
1903) he started his first journey with a friend on 
September 8, 1897 but they arrived in Seattle too late 
in the fall to get a boat north so they remained in 
Seattle until the spring. When they got to Alaska in 
1898 he established several valuable mining claims. 
The Marshfield Times reported July 29, 1898 that 
his parents received a letter from him stating that he 
was in the interior of Alaska with an outfit of horses 
and was giving the letter to the captain of a river 
steamer to mail. Harkin apparently returns to Wis- 
consin later in 1898. 


An article in the Marshfield News on July 13, 1899 
reported on a letter received from a local resident in 
Alaska stating that several residents were on their 
way to Alaska: “A stampede was being made to Cape 
Nome where recent rich discoveries had been made, 
and that Bud Harkin was to be one of the party pre- 
paring to start for the New Eldorado.” Dick Hanscom 
found references to him in Skagway newspapers on 
December 10, 1899 and March 15, 1900. He was 
recorded by the North West Mounted Police enter- 
ing Dawson on June 13, July 1 and July 28, 1900. 
Directories show him as a manager of the Yukon Iron 
Works in 1901 and proprietor of the Ogilvie Road 
House in 1902. According to his 1903 obituary, “he 
went to the White Horse Rapids this spring and 
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opened a large hotel [the Windsor] and also estab- 
lished an express and transfer line between Dawson 
and that place.” 


He died May 16, 1903 in a boating accident at the 
age of 29 and was buried in the Gate of Heaven cem- 
etery in Marshfield, Wisconsin. His estate included 
“$6,000 in life insurance, valuable mining proper- 
ties and other interests in Alaska.” It was obvious 
that the writers in the Wisconsin newspapers did not 
distinguish between Alaska, Yukon and Klondike. 


What then can we say about the tokens? First, the 
tokens are not from Wisconsin where he spent most 
of his life. Second, his activity during his brief stay 
in Alaska in 1898 is not indicative of token issuance. 
Finally, I conclude these are Yukon Territory tokens. 
Where in the Yukon cannot be determined - a retail 
store associated with the iron works in Dawson, a 
roadhouse in Ogilvie, a hotel in Whitehorse, or a 
transportation service between Dawson and 
Whitehorse?

I had been asked to take a photo of the 
Talbot house for a friend in Fairbanks. Failing to find 
the house, I went to the visitors’s center. Surely they 
would know where it was. They didn’t, but an old 
timer, Dyea Dave, who was hanging out there said 
he knew, and would drive us there. Babs and I 
squeezed into his 1960 Metropolitan, and we were 
off. He took us to the house and I got the photo as 
requested. But

PINE POINT, NWT - A MODERN GHOST TOWN 


Pine Point, Northwest Territories was located on the 
southern shore of Great Slave Lake east of Hay River. 
It was the site of an open pit lead-zinc mine. 


The first buildings were erected in 1952. The mod- 
ern town was surveyed in 1962 and the town became 
operational in 1963. 


Over 15 trillion tons of 7% zinc and lead ore were 
mined, becoming depleted in 1986. The mine was 
closed in 1988 and the town abandoned. Many build- 
ings were moved to Fort Resolution, Hay River and 
northern Alberta. Only the street layout remains.
